Excites Local Attention 


This camellia flower bloomed 
on a bush that came last week to 
Mrs. Earle Kluttz, 520 South Ful- 
ton Street, from the originator, 
Walter Allan Nurseries, Summer- 
ville, S.C.) -Ttivis “named ) irs: 
Walter Allan. 

News of its arrival soon spread 
among other camellia enthusiasts 
in town, who came to see_ the 
more than five-foot plant almost 
before it had been placed in its 
new setting. It was a gorgeous 
sighi, a plant of fine slender up- 
right stems, rich foliage, 
many fully opened rose 
blooms with prominent and 
merous yellow stamens, the 
ter so vivid as to resemble 
fluffy brush. 

Mrs. Kluttz had read about the 
Mrs. Walter Allan variety in the 
American Camellia Society Year- 
book, and she liked what the 
originator said about it: “Flowers 
consistently large and almost im- 
pervious to frost and cold unless 
they are old ones and the temper- 
ature is extremely low. Flowers 
have lasted on plants over two 
weeks and sometimes die and 
have to be pulled from plants 
weeks later.

Listed below are some of my Camellia Seed- 
lings: 


James Allan: 4 to 5 inch bloom opening from 
‘a large bud to a flat almost single to twenty or 
more petals, Semi Double. Firey Red with many 
flaring and prominent golden stamens. A beau- 
tiful and showy flower which lasts well on plant 
or cut. Strong grower. 


Mrs. Walter Allan: A large Semi Double flower, 
4-5 inches, with prominent stamens showing from 
flowers, sometimes pendent sometimes erect. 
Very strong and upright but rather slender 
growth in grafted plants. Color, clear rose red. 
Extremely long lasting flowers. 


Glenn Allan: A huge and beautiful regular semi 
double deep rose red flower on a compact and 
slow plant that is extremely strong and upright. 
Beautiful round, dark and glossy foliage. Long 
blooming season with largest blooms late in 
season. 


Henrietta M. Allan: A full double imbricated 
medium sized, clear pink, with some stamens 
sometimes when wide open.
